Russia has snubbed the council in the first a t ­ 
tempt to deal with an International situation 
Its 
delegate has absented himself from council meetings 
and forced the other members into an awkward and 
embarrasing 
position 
The theory of collective se­ 
curity has been challenged by one of the two strongest 
world powers. 
This Is not an auspicious beginning. It. is In fact 
a very bad beginning. 
If there is a sense of relief 
in the prospect that the m atter is going to be- settled 
out of court, it is the kind of relief that comes from 
not being hit in the head with a ham m er 
it feels so 
good when it stops. 
Russia may have brought off a diplomatic tri­ 
umph, but It was a triumph in the old tradition of 
diplomacy—tiie tradition that has produced two world 
wars in the 20th century and can produce another 
without much trouble-. 


Stuck Either Way 


The American Car and Foundry Co. of St 
I «mis 
found itself with a strik» on its hands when an em ­ 
ploye refused to Join the Brotherhood of Railway 
Carm en <AFL>, which represents the workers m this 
open shop. 
The company, in an effort to end the 
Strike, asked the man to Join, and fired him when 
he wouldn't. Then the National Labor Relations board 
took over. 
The board ordered the company to cense encourag­ 
ing Its men to Join the BRC or any other union 
It 
ordered the company to reinstate this employe with 
full seniority and to reimburse him for any financial 
loss incurred. 
Technically, the NLRB seems to have been light 
It is probably as much a case of interference for a 
company to urge a man to Join a union, even one not 
company-dominated, a.- it is to threaten him with 
discharge unless he stays out 
But what was the 
N L R B ’s motive 
to protect the individual's choice ot 
action, to protect the uniuK from “dom ination," or to 
penalize the company for strike-settling tactics which 
m ust have been agreeable to both management and 
union? 
Obviously the individual's right to choose wasn't 
the prime consideration, since that choice is denied 
in the NLRB-sanctioned closed shop 
And as 
lor 
domination. It would rather seem to an outsider that 
the N LRB might itsell bo trying to coerce the company 
and interfere in labor-managemept relations by its 
action. For. if the company is to avoid sim ilar and 
further penalties, the only solution Is a closed shop 
in which the w’orker has no choice but to Join the 
union. 
In other words, it is all right for the union to 
force union membership on a man under threat of 
company dismissal 
But the company can t do the 
sam e thing. And the American Car and Foundry Co 
meanwhile is ill 
the unenviable position of 
being 
damned by the government if it does, and damned 
if it doesn’t.
